The Rosemere herd has again had the 
misfortune to lose through accidental death 
one of its most beloved sires. Only a few 
years ago, it was Prizemere 32d who was 
fatally injured and before that the phenom- 
enal Prizemere 9th. Fortunately, however, 
all three of these great sires lived long 
cnough to exert a powerful influence on the 
Rosemere herd. LEileenmere 61st 
will be remembered as the sire of 
the 1936 International grand cham- 
pion bull, Epponian 8th of Rosemere, 
now at the head of the Broadview 
Herd at Warrenton, Virginia. He 
was also the sire of other famous 
show cattle, including Blackcapmere 
113th, the undefeated three year old 
bull in 1937 including the Chicago 
International, who is now at the 
head of the select Reebling Herd on 
the Isle of Hope off the coast at Sa- 
vannah, Georgia. It will also be re- 
called that the get of Eileenmere 
6lst made a spectacular average in 
the Congdon & Battles Dispersion 
Sale in June of 1938. Eileenmere 
61st himself was not included in the 
sale. He with a group of select fe- 
males was retained by Otto V. Bat- 
tles as a nucleus for another great 


Rosemere herd. In line with his policy of 
introducing only mild outcrosses in the 
Rosemere herd when the need of new blood 
is felt, Mr. Battles purchased Eileenmere 
6lst as.a calf from J. Garrett Tolan about 
nine years ago. He was selected for his in- 


dividuality as well as for his breeding. Mr. 
Battles considered him one of the best 
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Ends Historical Career abruptly through an Accidental Death 


calves he had seen for his age and was not 
disappointed in the way he developed. 

The breeding of Eileenmere 61st was 
ideal for this purpose for he was a direct 
descendant through the grand champion 
Eileenmere 15th and the grand champion 
sire Eileenmere 32d, by Eileenmere 4th, the 
foundation sire of the now famous Eileen- 
meres. Eileenmere 4th was bred at 
Rosemere Farm by Otto V. Battles, 
being a son of Rosemere’s founda- 
tion sire, the International grand 
champion, Oakville Quiet Lad, as 
well as a grandson of the unforget- 
able Eileen Lass, an International 
grand champion female. And so it 
will be noted that Eileenmere 61st 
was line bred from International 
grand champions. The outstanding 
qualities of his get is further proof 
of the wisdom of this breeding 
policy which has been followed from 
the very beginning in the Rosemere 
herd. Eileenmere 61st came from a 
long line of champions and he him- 
self was the sire of champions. The 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal has been 
advised that Mr.. Battles as usual 
has fortified himself against losing

Bangs! 


For many years the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal has been a strong advocate of vac- 
cination against inroads from contagious 
abortion rather than favoring the test and 
slaughter plan which was undertaken with 
such a vengeance only a few years back. 
The February issue of Successful Farming, 
published at Des Moines, Iowa, carries an 
extensive discussion of the situation. This 
article prepared by Colin Kennedy is being 
presented at this time by special permission 
from Successful Farming, under the follow- 
ing caption: 


Calfhood Vaccination. 
Is it the answer to harried cattle- 
men’s prayers for a practical, eco- 
nomical method of controlling the 
costly contagious abortion scourge? 


ik HAS been conservatively estimated that 
American cattlemen are suffering an an- 
nual loss of $25,000,000 thru the inroads 
of Bang’s disease. Losses in milk-produc- 
tion and prospective calf crops, weak calves, 
sterility, and the expensive uphill fight to 
get a “clean” herd—all are factors contrib- 
uting to what most stockmen consider our 
Number 1 live stock problem. 

Bang’s disease, or contagious abortion, is 
not a new malady. It has been recognized 
for centuries, but it was not until 1897 that 
a Dane, Professor Bang, discovered the mi- 
cro-organism causing the disease. Altho, 
after 30 years, much has been learned about 
Professor Bang’s deadly little germs, breed- 
ers and live stock sanitation authorities are 
not yet agreed on how they can best be 
eradicated. 

Medical cures were tried early, and are 
still being peddled, but there is no evidence 
that they have ever been of value. Work- 
ing for the makers of abortion nostrums 
was the fact that a certain percentage of 
infected cows may eventually clean up; in 
many cases this establishment of natural 
immunity was regarded as evidence that 
the patent remedy had worked. 

The blood-agglutination test was discov- 
ered fairly early in the eradication drive. 
Because it pointed out the animals that 
harbored the disease—or a good share of 
them—breeders were able to get down to 
cases in the defensive work against Bang’s. 
While it is not perfect because it does not 
distinguish between present and past in- 
fections, does not detect some animals until 
they have become spreaders, and in rare in- 
stances misses diseased-animals altogether, 
the blood test is the basis of clean-up work 
at present. 

Then came the actual job of cleaning up; 
a job about which much had to be learned, 
and unlearned. Altho it was found that 
the disease could be spread across fence 
lines or from drainage from an infected 
farm, it was eventually learned that infect- 
ed cows and infected pregnant heifers 
brought into the herd were the main sources 
of contamination. It was also found that 
pulls and young, unbred heifers were rela- 
tively safer as replacements so far as carry- 
ing Bang’s disease was concerned. 


AN OTHER peculiarity that showed up 

early in Bang’s-disease eradication was 
the fact that the disease seems to run in a 
cycle. Infection in a herd may be acute for 


a year or two and then almost as quickly

die down. But while the abortion losses in 
a herd tapered off, Bang’s was still a threat 
—particularly if cows and bred heifers were 
brought in from the outside. Many cows in 
the original herd, after passing thru the 
acute stage of the disease, seemed to de- 
velop a natural immunity against further 
attack, and if not sterile as a result of the 
infection, continued in the herd and pro- 
duced normal and healthy calves. 


HEN it became apparent that to stay 

in business something had to be done, 
herd-owners began adopting several types 
of management and clean-up methods. The 
easiest way—and the most expensive way 
it breeding and blood lines represented any 
sort of investment—was the _test-and- 
slaughter method. Thru the blood-agglu- 
tination test, a majority of the reactors 
could be found and marketed. Similar in 
theory to the tuberculosis-eradication plan, 
it quite often eliminated the disease; and in 
many instances eliminated the herd itself, 
or the better end of it! The normal elim- 
ination of misfits and off-types is expensive 
enough without being compelled also to re- 
ject, because of disease, the type of produc- 
tion and conformation that is being sought. 
It is small wonder then that many good 
dairy-and beef-breeders consider the test- 
and-slaughter method little short of suici- 
dal in herds where the disease has a head 
start. 

On larger farms, the test-and segregation 
method was found to be practical, and is 
still being used, with variations. Under this 
plan two herds are maintained, one of re- 
actors and the other of animals negative to 
the test. Periodic testing keeps a fairly 
accurate check on new cases developing in 
the new herd. Likelihood of fresh infection 
from the outside is eliminated, or practical- 
ly so, by calf additions from both the neg- 
ative and positive herds. The calf-replace- 
ment feature is a valuable one and is made 
possible thru the discovery that calves are 
quite immune to infection until they ap- 
proach breeding age. The test-and-segre- 
gation method, however, because it calls 
for the care and management of two separ- 
ate and distinct herds and duplicate build- 
ings and equipment, is impractical or im- 
possible among smaller breeders. 


FAIRLY early in the battle against 

Bang’s, around 1916 and 1917, it was 
found that the newer malady differed 
from bovine tuberculosis in that some 
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degree of immunity could be e i 
artificially thru vaccination. Worsted 
Smith and Little of the Rockfeller Institut, 
with living strains of the disease, of co : 
siderable virulence, and administered a 
open heifers of breeding age produced - 
erally favorable results. Dead bacteria or 
bacterins were found to have little immun- 
izing value. It was also found fairly ear] 
in the studies of immunization that the nd 
jection of live germs into mature or preg- 
nant cows was not successful, as a rule 
Udders were oftentimes infected and the 
disease passed on in the milk; many of the 
animals did not clear up but continued to 
show a reaction. In the case of younger 
animals, frequent blood tests showed a 
rather high reaction shortly after vaccin- 
ation which kept diminishing and usually 
cleared up to give a negative test within a 
few months. Some animals, however, in- 
stead of being immunized against Bang’s 
— contracted the disease thru vaccin- 
ation. 


B UT it appeared that immunization might 
be a constructive way to fight the dis- 
ease. There were several important ques- 
tions to settle: what was the best age for 
vaccination; what strength of the avirulent 
strain was best; if immunization was built 
up how long would it last? These were a 
few of the problems awaiting answer. 

About 1930, the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry started vaccination studies with 
calves. It did not take many years to show 
that they had something. In the original 
Bureau’s experiment, 17 four to five-month- 
old calves were inoculated with a vaccine 
called “Strain 19.” These vaccinated calves 
were compared with 16 unvaccinated calves 
which were negative to the blood test. All 
of the calves were raised under similar con- 
ditions and bred at about the same time. 

To test the efficiency of the immuniza- 
tion of the vaccinated heifers, all 33, after 
they were safely in calf, were exposed thru 
the eye to a particularly virulent strain of 
brucella abortus. Fifteen days after ex- 
posure, all of the heifers, both those vac- 
cinated as calves as well as the unvaccinat- 
ed ones, showed a rather strong reaction to 
the blood test. But calving records on the 
heifers showed that the B. A. I. men were 
getting somewhere. Sixteen of the vac- 
cinated heifers produced vigorous calves 
and one a week calf. The dam of the weak 
calf was found to have Bang’s disease, as 
well as one of the animals producing a 
strong calf; however, of the 16 unvaccinat- 
ed animals 7 aborted, 3 produced weak 
calves, 6 had vigorous calves. Of the 10 
aborting or producing weak calves, brucella 
abortus was found both in the reproductive 
organs and in the milk of eight of them. 
Only in four was it impossible to find signs 
of “iaaeee either in the animal or in the 
milk. 

The initial work with calfhood vaccina- 
tion, using the weak strain known as Strain 
19, was promising enough so that work was 
continued. Whether equally good, or bet- 
ter, results in immunization could be secur- 
ed with a larger number of animals, and 
under farm conditions, remained to be prov- 
ed. And so, since 1931, there has been 4 
considerable expansion of activity along 
this line. Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the 
bureau, reports that calfhood vaccination 
under farm conditions is being carried on 
by his men on 4,500 (Please turn to page 13

The Thirty-Fourth Annual National West- 
ern Stock Show held at Denver, Colorado, 
January 13th to 20th saw the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed steadily forging ahead in the 
western states. In the Junior feeding con- 
tests were seen the largest classes and the 
best Aberdeen-Angus bullocks ever present- 
ed at Denver. In fact the show was of suf- 
ficient size and quality to put the 1940 Na- 
tional Western in a class with the best 
shows of the nation. No other year since 
we have been going to Denver has the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus made a bet- 
ter showing all the way 
through, (except in the 
fat car lot competition 
where no Aberdeen-Angus 
were entered) in the jun- 
ior division, the breeding 
section and down in the 
feeder alleys. 

For the first time a for- 
midable showing was 
made in the feeder calf di- 
vision. Loads being on 
exhibition from the J. S. 
Guttridge Estate ranch at 
Prairie City, Oregon; O. 
J. Hadley and J. J. Had- 
ley herds in Nebraska; 
Joe H. Adams ranch at 
Leadore, Idaho; and the 
A. H. Schmidt ranch near 
Laramie, Wyoming. Many 
were the visitors to these 
pens and the exhibitors 
did remarkably well in 
keeping their showings 
presentable in spite of the bitter cold and a 
rather heavy snow fall that filled the hair 
to the hide. 

In the Aberdeen-Angus specials A. H. 
Schmidt won first and third loads; J. J. 
Hadley placed second; the Guttridge Estate 
fourth and O. J. Hadley fifth. The Schmidt 
first prize load in the Aberdeen-Angus 
specials also won third place in the open 
division and sold in the auction sale at sev- 
enteen and a half cents per pound straight 
for the entire forty-nine head. They went 
to Schmidt Brothers, of Delmar, Iowa, with 
the Frye Brothers, of Peoria, Illinois, being 
the runnersup. The Frye Brothers later 
procured the O. J. Hadley calves straight 
at twelve and a half cents. As yet we have 
been unable to discover whether the Schmidt 
load straight at seventeen and a half cents 
was high for the sale, or, whether DeBer- 
ard’s light weight Hereford babies at nine- 
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teen and a quarter with twenty-three heav- 
ies back at three dollars off matched or 
surpassed the Schmidt price. When I asked 
Mr. Schmidt about it he just smiled and 
said, “I’m satisfied.”

A Snappy First Season Auction Averages $180.26 per Head

It’s cold for Denver and the ground is 
heavily laden with a beautiful snow cover- 
ing that puts a tingle on the cheeks of 
stock show visitors, a glint in the eye of 
the Westerner who depends so much on the 
heavy snows in the mountains for his sum- 
mer’s water supply. Col. Arthur W. Thomp- 
son mounts the rostrum in the auction ring, 
adjusts his “mike” and starts things mov- 
ing in his systematic manner. There are but 
thirty-nine head of Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle to pass in review. All are con- 
signed by members of the Western Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association. Eight 
Colorado herds are represented. Better than 
forty-six percent of the cattle to be sold 
are 1939 babies, and yet the splendid aver- 
age of $180.26 is registered on the whole 
sale list. There were no high spots, al- 
though high spots were easily warranted on 
several occasions. Top bull, which proved 
top for the sale was found when Oito V. 
Battles’ Queenmere 310th 531371, a good 
low down, thick made son of Prizemere 
307th who in turn was by the lamented 
Eileenmere 61st and out of a granddaugh- 
ter of both the International grand cham- 
pion Oakville Quiet Lad and Prizemere 62d, 
was presented and passed to the ownership 
of Joe H. Adams, of Leadore, Idaho, com- 
mercial breeder who had on display at this 
show a car load of Aberdeen-Angus steers. 
The price was $340.00. 

The second high happened when H. W. 
Sawyer & Son, of Howard, South Dakota, 
brought in the Erica bred bull, El Dorado 
of Prairie Pastures 544108, who went ito 
Richard J. Luman, of Pinedale, Wyoming, 
at $315.00. This was a smooth turned bull, 
line bred to Earl Marshall, winner of sec- 
ond in class at both the South Dakota and 
Minnesota state fairs in 1939. William 
Ljungdahl & Son, of Menlo, Kansas, 
brought in the third high bull, another nice- 
ly turned bull, Aladdin of Crestview 6th 
531588, by Eclat 6th, a grandson of Prize- 
mere 32d and Black Eston 2d of Sunbeam, 
out of a daughter of Questor of Briarcliff. 
He sold to George F. Haas, of Veteran, Wy- 
oming, at $305.00. Still another $300.00 
bull passed the block. This was the Battles 
entry, Ericmere 83d 536737, a son of Bar- 
barian of Rosemere 86th by Eileenmere 
61st and from a daughter of Prizemere 32d. 
He had been a member of the Battles East- 
ern show herd the past season. He too went 
to Richard J. Luman, of Pinedale, Wyom- 
ing. It will be noticed that the lads from 
the Northwest were seeking the better bulls, 
which was evidenced all along down the 
line. 

Three of the nine females sold went over 
$200.00 each. Mr. Homer Mann, Powell, 
Wyoming, took the top female when he 
purchased the Sawyer heifer, Klyda S. 2d 
541921, at $260.00, she being a daughter of 
Elana’s Erica S. 491593, by Enzoro of Sun- 
shine. Her dam by Glencarnock Barbalou- 
tion who was a son of the International 
grand champion Blackcap Revolution and 
the splendid breeding cow Barbara of Mont- 
rose 2d.

A few tops will 
always find homes at very satisfactory 
prices, but there is a limited market for 
these young calves, especially at Denver. 
So watch this spot for next year.

hood vaccination in building up immuniza- 
tion and clean herds. There probably are 
many hundred using it; some have been vac- 
cinating for several years. From personal 
questioning, published reports in veterinary 
and breed organs, correspondence, and other 
sources it appears that here, too, “results 
have been encouraging.” Strain 19 is being 
used on both beef and dairy herds from the 
Atlantic to the range states. Or, in some 
instances, we had better say “has been us- 
ed,” for Bang’s-disease laws in several 
states now forbid the use of vaccination, or 
discourage its use. We are now coming to 
the state and Federal regulatory aspects of 
Bang’s-disease eradication; a multiplicity of 
laws and regulations which have many good 
dairy-and beef-cattle-breeders wondering 
just where we are going in clean-up work. 


The big push aimed at state and nation- 
wide eradication efforts started in 1934. 
Prior to this, eradication work was pretty 
largely up to the individual breeder to fight 
as he saw best. In 1934 the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry was voted a multi-million-dol- 
lar appropriation by Congress. Its original 
intention seemed to be two-fold; drouth was 
rampant six years ago and in many sections 
there was not enough feed to carry existing 
cattle supplies. If cattle had to be dispos- 
ed of, why not do it on the basis of the dis- 
posal of diseased animals rather than in- 
discriminate slaughter? The idea seemed 
logical as an emergency measure. 


States voted funds to pay for Bang’s- 
disease reactors, the Federal government to 
match the state money. Animals were to 
be appraised and slaughtered and the dif- 
ference between market value and apprais- 
ed valuation, with definite limits for grades 
and pure breds, was to be supplied jointly 
from state and Federal government funds.

wat has been done since 1934 under 

the Federal-state control program? 
Quite a bit, latest B. A. I. figures indicate, 
for a total of 35,600,000 cattle in 2,900,000 
herds have been tested and 1,800,000 react- 
ors detected. Under supervision at present 
are 1,400,000 herds containing 11,400,000 
cattle and 970,000 cattle on the waiting list. 
Thirty-five states are more or less co-oper- 
ating in voting funds ranging from $1,500 
to $1,400,000. Even with the government 
matching payments, co-operating herds in 
many states face scant indemnity rations. 
In 18 states, indemnity funds are from but 
$3,000 (including Federal funds) to $100,000, 
and will not take care of many reactor cat- 
tle. In addition, there are 14 states which 
at their last legislative sessions turned 
Suen down on Bang’s-disease appropria- 

ons. 


One survey puts the total amount of 
money available for Bang’s work at $5,- 
500,000, of which three states, Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, and New Hampshire, are offer- 
ing 60 percent. In the last year, there was 
striking evidence of retrenchment sentiment 
In various states, and since many state leg- 
islatures will not convene again until 1941 
the period of short rations will continue for 
some time. 
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O N THE basis of initial indemnity pros- 
pects when the program first started, 
states lost little time in putting on their 
books stringent rules governing imports of 
breeding cattle. These laws still stand; but 
in the meantime it appears that herd-own- 
ers in many states are facing the dismal 
prospects of standing their own reactor 
losses if they are to continue the accredit- 
ing program which they started. Or if a 
man wants to start accrediting his herd he 
may find that what reactor money is avail- 
able is allotted to herds first in the pro- 
gram. 

Small wonder then that many herd-own- 
ers are far from satisfied with present con- 
ditions. Whether they approve of area 
testing and slaughter or not they have, in 
many cases, gone ahead with the program 
in hope of getting an accredited herd so 
that they could make sales of surplus cattle 
to other states. Many of them feel that 
they have been sold down the river on the 
enthusiasm of an emergency program push- 
ed more rapidly than conditions warranted. 
Fairly or unfairly, many breeders feel that 
regulatory authorities in state and Federal 
work have been too active in pushing one 
type of clean-up regulation and in getting 
rigid laws on state books which have react- 
ed to place many a breeder with his back to 
the wall. 

Indemnity payments or no indemnity 
payments, the average intelligent breeder is 
not going to give up what progress has 
been made. Some are going back to the 
old segregation method; others are prac- 
ticing vaccination despite the opposition to 
this method by some regulatory officials 
and despite the fact that laws in some 
states forbid vaccination for Bang’s. Quite 
a number of men in the practical side of 
the industry have not been in favor of 
handling Bang’s in the same way tubercu- 
losis eradication was handled. Rather than 
the costly test and slaughter method they 
point out that since there is very good evi- 
dence that immunity can be established in 
most calves at least for several years, if 
not for life, more attention should be paid 
to this phase of the program. 

Some states (Michigan and New Jersey 
are examples) have been doing experiment- 
al work with vaccination. And reports from 
Michigan indicate that it has advantages. 
Other important live stock states have done 
little or nothing. Some of the opposition 
to living culture vaccine seems to be based 
on results with strains more potent than 
Strain 19, and on cattle other than young 
calves. Some regulatory authorities are 
opposed to it on the ground that it inter- 
1eres with “test and slaughter” work by 
rendering positive tests for some time after 
it is first injected. Also, its use might 
make “reactors” out of animals that other- 
wise would not qualify for available indem- 
nity funds. In fact, it was used in this way 
in the earlier days of more liberal pay- 
ments by a few men who thereby found a 
more profitable outlet for otherwise clean 
cattle. 

The increasing use of vaccines, however, 
without the official sanction of authorities 
gives rise to the threat that indiscriminate 
use of the product many give it a black eye. 
Vaccines of doubtful strength and value are 
being offered by some mail-order and fly- 
by-night firms. Their use by amateur 
needle-pushers is frowned upon by many 
who would like to see calf vaccination giv- 
en a fair trial; for best results and to avoid 
unfavorable reactions it would seem that 
vaccination by veterinarians knowing their 
job should be encouraged. 

Whether or not state regulations govern-

Born and reared in a live stock environ- 
ment, Wayland Hopley, went about the 
founding of an Aberdeen-Angus breeding 
herd, not after the fashion so generally fol- 
lowed, but like the original character that 
he is, started with the purchase of a herd 
bull. That bull was none other than the 
then young prize winner Quality Marshall 
3d. Well do I remember the day when to- 
gether with Earl Ryan we discussed the 
possibilities of Wayland Hopley entering 
the Aberdeen-Angus breeding business. How 
we agreed that this young fellow so well 
versed in the breeding business and so long 
connected with a contemporary breed and 
a herd of the best of that variety, should 
develop into a real Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
er. Again I remember well listening to the 
discussion between Earl and Wayland con- 
cerning how to get a proper start. Way- 
land liked Quality Marshall 3d 
and was arguing vehemently 
over the price. Finally how- 
ever the deal was consummat- 
ed, Wayland had a bull, but no 
cows. This might to many a 
man seem a queer way to 
make a start, but many have 
started otherwise and failed to 
accomplish the desired goal in 
the breeding business. Way- 
land’s point was well taken. 
Once he had possession of 
Quality Marshall 3d who had 
won his class at the 1926 In- 
ternational and had been 
crowned junior champion at 
the Sesqui-Centennial at Phil- 
adelphia, he had a real begin- 
ning. The task then was not 
so difficult for he could then 
select a band of breeding ma- 
trons suited for mating with 
this great young bull. This he 
did. For the most part his 
selections were from the cows 
and heifers available who car- 
ried much of the blood of the 
then famous old Earl Mar- 


shall, who in fact was the sire of Quality 
Marshall 3d. 

From this beginning was created the 
Wayland Hopley herd. Those familiar with 
show yard history since the organization 
of the Wayland Hopley show herd know full 
well the marked success that has followed 
his endeavors. Of the old bull, who lived 
the characteristic old age of the Earl Mar- 
shalls, Wayland said: “If we have had any 
success whatsoever in this business, he and 
his sons have been directly responsible.” In 
a large measure Wayland is right, and yet 
it seems perfectly proper that due credit 
for proper matings and proper selections 
should be given Wayland himself, for with- 
out his guiding hand in the matings and his 
careful selection of a harem for the old bull 
there would never have been an opportun- 
ity for Quality Marshall 3d to make history

On Tuesday morning, January the 23d, 
we arrived with the cold weather at Aledo, 
Illinois. The evening before, we had talked 
with Mr. Hugh McWhorter, secretary of the 
Mercer County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, and he told us that at 10:30 
A. M. on the twenty-third, the breeders 
would hold their annual meeting, electing 
officers and discussing the business of car- 
rying on the sale, both at private treaty 
and public auction. 


Despite sub-zero weather, the “Aberdeen- 
shire” men were out in good numbers, some 
thirty or more being pons at the law of- 
fice of Mr. Paul Graham, president of the 
county association, where the meeting was 
held. 

The general business of electing officers 
found the will of the breeders demanding 
that all officers retain their respective 
chairs for 1940. We learned in detail that 
Mercer County had, through the association, 
sold more than $25,000.00 worth of cattle at 
private treaty and that through the pubiic 
auctions had sold almost double that figure. 

But, our purpose at Aledo on this occasion 
was to have a look at the sale entries. We 
wondered if the cattle would be as good as 
those offered in past sales, if they would 
be improved or if the many sales at private 
treaty had taken most of the good salable 
breeding stock and that this, the tenth an- 
nual spring sale, would offer a less desir- 
able consignment. 


Drifted roads, many as yet not opened, 
made impossible seeing all of the cattle, 
but with Mr. McWhorter and Farr Carroll 
and Frank Richards, the latter of the Corn 
Belt Dailies, we managed to visit the herds 
of the breeders who consigned the greatest 
number. 


Our first call was at Greenview, for Hugh 
MeWhorter had his consignment in the 
barns. First we saw a bull calf, Elbyrmere 
565254, a July, 1939 youngster sired by El- 
byron and out of a Glencarnock Elba daugh- 
ter of Eileenmere 32d. This same cow ke- 
ing the dam of the Glencarnock Elba bulls 
sold to Annefield, William Bell Watkins’ 
herd at Berryville, Virginia; and to Mr. For- 
est Breniman, of Iowa. The calf has the 
type and the quality and lacks the one thing 
that he will get, age, to make him a very 
useful addition to some good herd. Green- 
view also lists two cows with calves at side. 
Both are three year old daughters of Emin- 
ence of St. Albans, with calves at side; the 
one, a McHenry Blackcap and grand cham- 
pion at the 1937 Mercer County Fair; and the 
other, a McHenry Barbara, whose daughter 
sold in the October, 1939, sale. The calves 
are heifers, and both cows have been re- 
bred to Burgess Deluxe, sired by Revelation 
11th, the bull whose calves are making a 
good record for the Glyn Mawr herd. 


But, though we liked the cows and the 
young bull, our personal vote goes to a 
group of six heifer calves, which group

We next stopped and saw a young bull, 
a Cridlan Evergreen son of Beileenmere, a 
good bull purchased at Mercer County by 
EK.

This bull is out of a good McHenry Black- 
cap cow, and should do someone a lot of 
good. Mr. Thorton’s other bull is a calf, 
sired by Burgess 3d of Glyn Mawr, and is 
a grandson of Bell Boy M. K., and out of a 
daughter of Evergreen Marshall 12th. 
Shadeland sells one cow due to calve before 
sale date to a son of Eileenmere 15th. She 
is a granddaughter of Eventuation of Page 
and is out of a granddaughter of Earl Mar- 
shall. Two heifers complete the consign- 
ment, a McHenry Barbara by Prizemere 
367th, out of a richly bred Earl Marshall 
dam. One of the good heifers in the entire 
sale. The second heifer is a McHenry 
Blackcap sired by Boniface of Woodcote 
and out of a daughter of Blackcap Empress 
106th, she by Revolution 7th. That means 
a right kind of a pedigree, with the right 
kind of heifer. 

We had planned to meet Milo Sheats at 
his farm and see, with him, his consignment, 
but cold weather and a stinging wind hur- 
ried us along and we arrived and saw the 
group that he consigns, before he arrived 
home.

3d. This bull is a grandson of both Erie 
Revolution and Black Marshall 21st. He 1s 
young but will be one of the attractive 
young bulls in the sale. Mr. Sheats lists 
three daughters of Eileenmere 183d by Ei- 
leenmere 85th. One is a Miss Burgess and 
the other two are McHenry Barbaras. Two 
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lso consigned, both look good, 
oy Meflenry Barbara, in fact, she is 
Double Bar 3d, the top priced 
pre Praag 1 i“?

We then saw the group of young heifers 
consigned by C. R. Gates & Son and, they 
are, in our opinion, the nicest lot yet seen 
at this farm. Six will be bred to a son of 
Double Burgess, now in service in the Sen- 
ator Lantz herd at Congerville, and four 
are by a son of Beileenmere. 

A quick stop at Valentine Lenz enabled 
us to see the three year old herd sire that 
he is consigning. Here is a tried sire, a 
good individual and one whose breeding 
should be attractive. He is by Revomere 
and his dam is a daughter of Revolution 
7th. Mr. Lenz is retaining the heifers sired 
by this bull, and they are nice thickly flesh- 
ed cattle. : , ; 

Early Tuesday, with the wind a little 
sharper, the temperature a little lower, we 
again headed out, and stopped first at J. 
E. Brown & Sons. No one but Dave Brown 
was around. Two bulls will be listed from 
this herd. One is a son of Ensign of Page 
13th and is a McHenry Blackcap; the other 
by Elbyron and he is a Glencarnock Elba. 
Both are young, but have promise of be- 
coming better than average bulls. 

Just a short distance from J. E. Brown 
& Sons is Robert Fullers and we saw the 
consignment from this herd. An Erica bull, 
and a Blackbird cow, both of whom are good 
useful kind of cattle. 

Then out to G. A. Morgan’s. Mr. Morgan 
has been supplying the tops of Mercer 
County’s sales. Not in each of the sales, 
but his consignments have always been such 
as to improve the general sale average.

Mr. Morgan offers two bulls, one a Sep- 
tember yearling and the other an April, 
1939, calf.

Morgan herd. He was fitted for local shows 
and was the grand champion bull at the 
Mercer County Fair. He has the thickness 
and type and should prove to be one of the 
better selling bulls in the March sale. The 
calf is a Blackcap son of Bummer R. and 
will be in good shape by sale date. Three 
cows are being listed, one a granddaughter 
of Eileenmere 15th with a heifer caif at 
side, and two good producing cows bred to 
Erian B. 3d by Envious Blackcap B. 6th. 
They will not lack for support in the sale. 
Then to round out the consignment are two 
heifers, both sired by Burgess 42d, the sire 
of the 1939 International grand champion 
4-H club steer. 

Farr Carroll’s Oak View Farm adjoins 
the Morgan farm and this was the next 
stop. As usual, the brushes were being 
put to good use, for the sale cattle were 
being prepared for March 14th. Mr. Car- 
roll tound in the October sale that the good 
ones are the kind that bring the best re- 
turns and plans to make his March, 1940, 
consignment better than ever. 

At Mr. Carroll’s we saw two bulls and 
seven females. The bulls are young but 
will be attractive. One of them, a Cridlan 
Evergreen by Burgess 42d, the sire of “Fat 
Stuff,” owned and exhibited by Mr. Car- 
roll’s boy to the 4-H club grand champion- 
ship at Chicago last fall. This young bull 
has for a dam, a daughter of Bovinea, the 
dam of Blackcap Missie, dam of Blackcap 
Tolan 35th, and the grandam is Imported 
Evergreen 44th. We are inclined to believe 
that this kind of breeding will produce good 
results. Further, we like the young bull as 
an individual, and make a guess that he 
will be one of the “tops.” The second bull 
is a double bred Miss Burgess son of Elbar 
Burgess, and is just a yearling. However, 
Farr Carroll hopes to see his bulls sell well, 
yet, he plans mostly on the group of seven 
heiters. In the group are three Ballindal- 
loch Georginas, and all of them are bred 
like the Georgina heifer consigned by Mr. 
Carroll to the October, 1939, sale at Mercer 
county that topped that sale and went to 
the good herd of Dr. Ralph Wadley, of Lan- 
sing, Michigan. That they are a nice trio, 
and one that almost any breeder could use 
to good advantage will not be questioned, 
either now or at sale time. One of the sev- 
en is a Glencarnock Elba, another a Mc- 
Henry Barbara, one a Blackcap and the last 
an Erica of the Eisa branch. We compli- 


ment Mr. Carroll on putting as good a con- 
signment together, for it will surely add to 
the success of the 1940 spring sale. 

Dr. R. C. Johnston, breeder of Mercer, 
the 1939 International grand champion 
steer, is the owner of quite a large herd 
and his farm was next visited. Usually, 
a good consignment comes from this herd. 
The 1940 March sale will uphold his regu- 
lar offering. The Doctor’s consignment in- 
cludes two bulls and seven females. Both 
of the bulls are by Beileenmere, who is by 
HKileenmere 32d, and one is out of a daugh- 
ter of Briarcliff Perpetual and the other 
out of a sister of Mercer 2d, the sire of 
Mercer, 1939 International grand champion 
steer. One three year old daughter of Bon- 
ito Burgess sells with a bull calf at side by 
Burgess Mariner and then there are two 
Eborea Elbas, two McHenry Blackcaps and 
two Blackbird cows. The cows will be bred 
to either Beau Burgess 2d by Bandolier of 
Anoka or to Mercer 2d. 

Next was a stop at Mr. J. L. Hamiliton’s, 
of Little York, about the farthest away 
from Aledo of any of the herds, with the 
possible exception of Dr. Johnston’s herd. 
Mr. Hamilton offers as good a bull as is to 
be found in the Mercer county sale, and a 
far better bull than most Mercer county 
sales have offered. He is a proven sire, 
and the calves that we saw caused the re- 
mark to be made that he should retain the 
bull. His calves all were thick, deep bodied, 
straight legged and uniformly good. How- 
ever, he retains the heifers by this bull, 
and has quite a few of them, but lists the 
bull. This bull is Burgess Revolution B. 
2d, will be three years old in March, 1940, 
and is by Blackcap Revolution B. 3d, an In- 
ternational junior champion bull, now in 
service in the herd of Dr. Wadley, of Mich- 
igan. Burgess Revolution B. 2d was bred 
by John and Elliott Brown and would have 
made a grand show record in their herd 
had he been fitted and carried on to date. 
He should be good, for his dam is Maid of 
Rose Hill, a full sister to Burgess Marshall 
3d, another International junior champion, 
and she is sired by Elgon Marshall 2d and 
is out of Imported Maid of Bummers, the 
dam of the 1925 International grand champ- 
ion female.

New Cattle Barn for Kentucky, 


The next day following the release of the 
cattle at the 1939 Kentucky State Fair, held 
at Louisville, September 11th to 16th, the 
cattle barns and some of the horse barns 
were totally destroyed by fire. Cattle su- 
pervisor Thos. L. Clore, of Eminence, Ken- 
tucky, advises the Journal that plans have 
just been completed for the construction of 
a new and most modern barn to be com- 
pleted in due time for the 1940 show. The 
structure will be an open sided barn with 
show arena in the center. It will house ap- 
proximately 800 head of cattle. The stalls 
are so arranged that the cattle will face in 
rows, with a nice wide alley way between 
their heads, large enough to accommodate 
feed and equipment. The cattle will stand 
on dirt floors and the walk ways and arena 
will be covered with tan bark. A lounge 
room, toilets and showers will be built in for 
the special use of herdsmen and attendants. 
In fact every modern convenience is being 
constructed for the showmen. Officers’ 
quarters and rest rooms wi!l be built in one 
end of the building. 

Docks and loading facilities will be con- 
structed at the rear of the barn, thus saving 
many long weary steps for the men who do 
the work. Mr. Clore says: “The Kentucky 
State Fair invites all Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders to be with us next year for we 
want to make it an even greater show than 
was held last year.”

Now I am not advocating a dual purpose 
preed or anything like that but I believe a 
little more attention should be placed on the 
selection of our herd bulls, especially for 
range cattle.

A bull from a cow that 
is a heavy milk producer will transmit these 
milking qualities to his heifers. To my 
knowledge I do not believe I have ever heard 
of an Aberdeen-Angus breeder voicing in- 
terest on this most important subject.

A Frank Discussion of Some of Our Breeding Problems 


By Otto V. Battles 


During the recent International show at 
Chicago, I was approached by a number of 
bright young men with the request: “Won’t 
you please write something which will be 
really helpful to young men like ourselves 
who are anxious to get the right kind of a 
start in the pure bred business? Tell us, for 
instance, something of your own experi- 
ences and observations, how you 
started, etc.” 

When I promised these boys 
that I would try my hand at that 
sort of an article, I did not fully 
realize, I guess, that a lot that I 
might say would be uninteresting 
to the rank and file of ABER- 
DEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL read- 
ers, the majority of whom are 
already established breeders pos- 
sessing as much or more know- 
ledge of the business than I. But 
a promise is a promise, and there 
is also the comforting thought 
that “youth must be served.” I 
shall therefore dedicate these lines to the 
youthful readers of the Journal with the 
hope that some may find them helpful. 

With apoligies for personal references 
which seem necessary for a proper setting, I 
shall begin with my own start as an Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder. If there is anything 
to inheritance (and of course we would not 
be live stock improvers if we did not fee! 
that there is) I have a good live stock back- 
ground, having been born and raised on a 
live stock farm in the heart of the Corn 
Belt and being a descendant of a long line 
of live stock farmers who had their origin 
in the British Isles, the cradle of live stock 
improvement. 

My first impressions of live stock. how- 
ever, were quite different from those I have 
today or for that matter, that I had when 
as still an immature boy, I was faced with 
most of the responsibilities of our farm due 
to the death of my father. Shortly there- 
after, the small Aberdeen-Angus herd was 
started by my mother. It was not until 
then that the farm animals held any par- 
ticular attraction for me. In fact, I had 
looked upon my duties in connection with 
them as a sort of drudgery that had to be 
endured. They got me out of bed before 
daylight on cold winter mornings and they 
kept me from having any time for play 
after school in the evening. The corn had 
to be broken for the steers, and the cows 
had to be milked. But when I became in- 
terested in the pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, 
my viewpoint changed. I liked to take care 
of THEM. 

I immediately began to study them and 
their history. I learned of their humble be- 
ginning in the stern highlands of Scotland 
and of their graduai rise to prominence as 
a beef breed. I reviewed the work of the 
early masters of the art of breeding, and 
I imagined the thoughts of McCombie when 
his, show favorites swept everything before 
them at Paris in 1878, thus hearlding to the 
world for the first time, the supremacy of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. And I do not hesi- 
tate to state now, in all modesty I hope that 


I nad dreams of becoming a constructive - 


breeder of these same cattle to the end that 
I too might some day win high honors in 
the show ring just as McCombie had in 
those early days of the live stock show. 

All of this was preliminary to my study 
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of what was then of current importance to 
the breed which had won my fancy. And 
right here I am frank to admit that in my 
boyish enthusiasm at the start, some of my 
ideas were pretty vague and no doubt by 
the same token a large part of my success 
was due to my luckily stumbling on to some 
of the best methods. The fact remains 
however, that I got the results I 
had anticipated and hoped for 
and I learned as I went along. 


As I look back now though, I 
believe that I really did for one 
of my age give the all important 
matter of the selection of the 
foundation animals for our herd 
very serious thought and that by 
doing so, I arrived at several 
which subsequently proved to be 
important conclusions. I learned 
at the outset for instance some- 
thing of the breeders who were 
doing constructive work, and I 
decided that it would be from 
them that I would select my breeding stock. 
I read show reports and studied the pictures 
of the winners, and in tracing their origin, 
I found to my satisfaction, that they almost 
invariably came from strains with a good 
background and from the herds of breeders 
who were known for their constructive 
breeding policies, for their integrity, and 
for their interest in breed promotion. I de- 
cided, too, that outstanding animals in a 
pedigree were of far greater importance 
than a family name or some other whim or 
fancy. 

My observations at that time convinced 
me also of the benefits of line breeding in 
preserving the traits and characteristics of 
animals which I had selected as ideal pat- 
terns of conformation and type. I reasoned 
that by acquiring my foundation stock from 
herds of the attainments above mentioned, 
I was taking a short cut to the ideals I had 
in mind. I was carrying on the work of 
successful breeders rather than depending 
on my own immature judgment. Another 
thing I learned early in my experience as a 
breeder was the importance of feed and 
care. To obtain the best development in our 
animals we must supply them plentifully 
with the proper feeds, I do not mean by 
this that pampering and overfeeding are de- 
sirable, contrary to this, such methods are 
wasteful as well as detrimental to natural 
growth. 

For young and growing animals in par- 
ticular, there is no feed that will equal good 
pasture. The more months that one can 
keep one’s animals on pasture during the 
year, the more economical will be the gains. 
Green feeds are also an important source of 
certain vitamins without which the body 
chemistry does not function to the best ad- 
vantage. To attain the utmost in develop- 
ment in growing calves, it is desirable to 
supplement the mother’s milk and grass 


with concentrated feeds, usually most con-. 


veniently supplied by means of a creep. 
Quite often it is advisable to add some form 
of mineral to the feed of both the young 
animals and the adult breeding stock to in- 
crease productivity and growth. One can- 
not intelligently do this, however, without 
first determining the mineral deficiencies 
which exist in the soil and water of one’s 
particular locality. Some soils are by nature 
lacking in important minerals and others 


come by their deficiences as a re 

sion, leaching, etc. It is as true fo porns 
as it is of people that development and vi ‘ 
or exist in accordance with what is acquired 
from the soil in the way of bodily nourish 
ment; That is why certain areas are pay. 
ticularly famous for their fine live Pi 
As an example, Kentucky is known to pro- 
duce the finest type of thoroughbred horse 
because of its excellent blue grass pastures 
and its properly mineralized soil. ‘ 

I have felt for some time that we are go- 
ing to extremes in fitting our show cattle 
particularly our breeding cattle. I realize 
however, that this is a highly controversiaj 
subject and a technical one as well. Some 
authorities maintain that to determine the 
ultimate possibilities of development in an 
animal, it must be shown in the very high- 
est condition. Others and just as good 
judges declare that it is possible to appraise 
the qualities of a moderately fitted animal 
and [ am inclined to side with the latter 
group. 

I am thoroughly in agreement with the 
editor of the Aberdeen-Angus Journal in 
his statement in a recent issue that we must 
watch our p’s and q’s lest our animals de- 
teriorate in such important points as spring 
of rib, depth of body, and depth and width 
of hind quarters. To maintain and improve 
these qualities and to increase the NAT- 
URAL fleshing qualities of our animals is 
of vastly more importance than trying to 
figure out some means of putting a higher 
finish on the breeding cattle which we show. 

And as a final thought, I should like to 
stress the importance of keeping our busi- 
ness on a sound basis which is the produc- 
tion of good breeding stock which can be 
disposed of at a fair profit and which will 
have an upliiting effect on the general rua 
of the live stock of the country. On no 
other grounds can the pure bred industry 
justify itself. If you have your mind on 
paper profits, do not become a live stock 
improver. The two do not go together. 
Speculators nearly wrecked the pure bred 
structure once within the memory of many 
of us. I, for one, should like to see our 
ranks confined to legitimate breeders. Such 
a condition bespeaks sane and satisfactory 
progress. The breeding of pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle is a good business, and I 
have the utmost confidence in its future. If 
my years of experience as an Aberdeen-An- 
gus breeder had not thoroughly convinced 
me of the merits of the breed and of the 
financial soundness of a constructive breed- 
ing program, I would not have started over 
again two years ago when the necessity of 
liquidating a partnership forced me to give 
up the herd which J had spent twenty years 
in developing. O

Two thousand 
thirty-nine members fed a total of 3,885 
calves Which is an increase of 481 members 
and 953 calves over 1938. Seventy-six of 
the ninety-two counties in the state report- 
ed 4-H members feeding calves. " : 
ition to shows in each county, 
aan yon beef cattle men exhibited 
calves at one national and three state 
shows. A total of 488 steers, including 
179 Herefords, 163 Aberdeen-Angus and 96 
Shorthorns were exhibited in the 4-H 
classes at the 1939 Indiana State Fair. Two 
hundred twenty-three of the choice calves 
(those awarded ribbons) of this total were 
sold at auction the last day of the fair. 

The buyers included Indianapolis pack- 
ers, order buyers, Indianapolis hotels, res- 
taurants, clubs, and markets. The grand 
champion steer, an Aberdeen-Angus, weigh- 
ed 785 pounds, sold for $1.75 per pound 
and had a dressing percentage of 67 per 
cent, which was unusually high for an an- 
imal of that weight. The two hundred 
twenty-three calves sold in the sale aver- 
aged 975 pounds, the average selling price 
was $14.21 and the sale totaled $28,721.84. 
This state show and sale is a splendid ex- 
ample of fine cooperation between State 
Fair officials, Indianapolis Stock Yards 
Commission firms, packers, business firms, 
and Purdue University Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. 

One hundred fifteen Indiana 4-H club 
members exhibited 121 calves (more than 
[ilinois and Kentucky combined) at the In- 
diana, Illinois and Kentucky 4-H calf show 
held at the Union Stock Yards in Evans- 
ville, August 24th. The grand champion 
steer of the show was an Aberdeen-Angus 
from Indiana. A unique feature of this 
show was that instead of being placed first, 
second, and third, etc., all calves were grad- 
ed by breeds and weights into four classes— 
prime, choice, good, and medium. 

One hundred eighty-four members (in- 
cluding 4-H and rural youth) exhibited 324 
steers at the Fourth Annual Hoosier Fat 
Steer Show held at the Union Stock Yards, 
Indianapolis, October 26th. This was an in- 
crease of 129 steers over 1938. 

Twenty-two Indiana 4-H club members 
exhibited twenty-nine steers at the Junior 
Show in connection with the International 
Live Stock Exposition at Chicago. 

Through their 4-H calf club experience, 
young Indiana farmers are learning better 
methods in selection, feeding, and care as 
well as experience in showing and the mar- 
keting of beef cattle. These lessons come 
through 4-H calf club tours, extension bull- 
etins, 4-H club leaders, and interested cat- 
tlemen.

Both Mr. Laflin and the calf seem to think 
this is necessary before Lafelmere ventures 
torth into the competitive world of fat 
steers. 

No, the University does not own Lafel- 
mere, and neither does Laflin. Who his 
owner might be is the purpose of this story. 
Just now he has no owner and he will not 
have any until after his “fling” upon the 
show circuit and his carcass has been turned 
to cash. it is a sad future for the calf but 
how better could he serve his state than 
by creating a fund designed to help 
outstanding animal husbandry students 
through their college course? Well, what 
is the story? 

The calf was a gift by L. E. Laflin, of 
Crab Orchard, Nebraska, to the University 
of Nebraska for the creation of a student 
loan fund. The Animal Husbandry Depart- 
iment agrees to feed and show him at next 
season’s shows. If the calf should win a 
championship or when the season has been 
completed, he shall be sold. ‘The fund thus 
created will then be drawn upon for loans 
granted to worthy students majoring in 
Animal Husbandry at the University. As 
soon as possible following graduation the 
student repays this loan and it is again 
available to help other deserving boys with 
their education. 

How valuable a contribution is this calf 
from L. E. Laflin? It cannot be estimated 
in terms of dollars and cents. One ac- 
quainted with college students and their 
problems knows that twenty, thirty, forty, 
tifty, or in some cases one hundred dollars 
makes the difference between a degree or 
being forced to quit when they are with- 
in but a few months of their goal. Few 
that are torced to quit at that time ever 
make it back to finish the job. This de- 
gree of course does not mean everything 
in itself but not having it closes forever 
many doors of opportunity where success 
is but a matter of time. The lack of that 
necessary tew dollars is often “the straw 
that broke the camel’s back” by being the 
climax of discouragement that prevents the 
student from making further attempts at 
an education. The statements just made 
come from experience of the past, not spec- 
ulation. Another fund that has been in 
existence some fifteen or more years leaves 
a record book full of instances where the 
above has been prevented. Letters are 
numerous from onetime borrowers follow- 
ing graduation stating that the loan grant- 
ed to them made it possible to go on. Most 
significant also is the fact that among 
these borrowers can be counted many of 
the now outstanding leaders in the agri- 
cultural field. 

Since few students have mortgageable 
property or other security for loans you 
ask what is the percentage of unpaid ac- 
counts. Experience of this department with 
two loan tunds, one at nearly $1,500 and 
listing dozens of borrowers, is to date zero. 
All have been straight character loans but 
those students selected for loan grants have 
in most all cases paid in full as soon as 
possible. It is the usual thing to have a 
loan granted at this season and repaid in 
time to help another student by the begin- 
ning of the fall term. In all our experience 
only one loan has been hard to collect. 

Knowing the sacrifices and privations 
many students encounter in getting an ed-

Heifers Top Chicago

Some folks make a big ado in their at- 
tempt to show that Aberdeen-Angus do not 
top the leading markets of the country. It’s 
perhaps true that other breeds supply more 
tops throughout a given period which furn- 
ishes the basis for the contention. But 
mark you, Aberdeen-Angus cattle are the 
baby breed when it comes to comparison 
of years in this country. The very fact 
that the youngest beef breed is cutting 
heavy inroads in the high places in the 
market centers hurts a little naturally, 
nevertheless they are cutting a swath wid- 
er and wider as their numbers increase. 
When they do go to market the buyers are 
there bidding for them and generally speak- 
ing, they will outsell all competitors, qual- 
ity, weight and age considered. 

A drove of Aberdeen-Angus heifers mar- 
keted by the Anderson Ice Company, well 
known Mitchell county, South Dakota, 
stockmen were the past month sent to Chi- 
cago where they topped the heifer market 
for the day at $10.25 per hundredweight 
and pulled the scales down to 956 pounds 
average. The fifty-eight head of heifers 
came from the Anderson Ice Company’s 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus herd and were 
accompanied to market by Mr. John H. 
Anderson who was well pleased with the 
sale and the reception given his heifers. 

These heifers had been taken off pasture 
October first and put into the feed lot 
where they were put on a mixture of 
ground ear corn and ground barley, in ad- 
dition they were allowed the free run of 
self teeders filled with additional* ground 
ear corn. They were fed until January 8th 
when they left for the Chicago market to 
make a record top. There are at this time 
some eighty-five head of steers still in the 
Anderson feed lots and they too no doubt 
will give a good account of themselves 
when they reach the open market compe-

vy car quammes April 17th, 18th and 29th, Dates of Three Indiana Spring Sales 


In recent years we have witnessed an 
April sale in Indiana, sponsored by the In- 
diana Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion—1940 will offer three sales. There 
will be almost two hundred head of breed- 
ing cattle from which to choose, and indica- 
tions are that there will be buyers a plenty 
for the different consignments. 

We have already seen some of the cattle, 
and can safely state that those in attend- 
ance at these sales will have a better oppor- 
tunity to make top selections than has regu- 
larly been presented to them. 

Major W. A. Rafferty, owner of Green- 
acre Farms at Morocco, Indiana, starts off 
the series with sixty head, to be sold at La- 
fayette. This will be on Wednesday, April 
17th, and should prove attractive to many 
visitors and purchasers. 

As to the breeding of the cattle, we shall 
hold that material until the next issue. 
However, here’s just an idea of what will be 
offered, and why. 

Twenty-four heifers, of which number, 
twelve will be open and twelve bred to one 
or another of the Major’s good herd sires. 
Not many bulls will be offered, only eight, 
and all of them will be young bulls, yet with 
age enough to be placed in service. None 
will be over fitted, and will sell as all breed- 
ing cattle should, with their natural flesh- 
ing visible. By that we do not mean that 
cattle should not be fitted for a sale. They 
most certainty should, for they present a 
better appearance, and are more attractive. 


Seldom do we hear of any over fitted young 
cattle. Occasionally a show bull, may have 
been too heavily fitted for heavy service, 
but properly cared for he soon proves to be 
a sure and regular breeder. 

However, the Greenacre Farms’ offering 
will include twenty cows. All will have 
calves at foot or will be due to calve by sale 
time or soon thereafter. Many will be re- 
bred. With the present interest in breeding 
cattle these should be snapped up with 
great speed, for you cannot go out and find 
cows with calves at side for sale in numbers 
today. Nor can you find them as well bred 
and of as good quality as Major Rafferty is 
planning to offer on Wednesday, April 17th. 
This is the first of what we hope will be an 
annual series of public auctions, and Major 
Rafferty is anxious to make it one of the 
best sales ever held in this section of the 
country. 

The Major has the job of managing the 
Indiana Breeder’s Sale slated for Thursday, 
April 18th, and it will as usual be held at 
the Purdue Judging Pavilion, on the Purdue 
University Campus, at West Lafayette, In- 
diana. 

The Indiana State Sale is, each year, be- 
coming better and better. We recall the 
first of these sales a few years ago, and 
how Mr. Mark E. Miller, of Fountain Glen 
Farm, at Peru and myself, travelled the 
state in a few days to secure enough cattle 
to make up a sale. In many cases breeders 
were very hesitant about consigning any 


breeding stock to the sale and 

about offering a few of their eat How 
ever, a consignment of cattle was secured 
and a sale was held. The results mn 
generally satisfactory and we now oes 
that there are more than enough cattle to 
make up the required number. That’s what 
we wish to see, for then the selection com- 
mittee can be a little more selective can 
cut out the less attractive bulls-and females 
and can make the sale an event that will
